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TVAN  M.  STEPHENS  entered  West 
High  School  of  Aurora  in  1912  and 
was  graduated  in  1916.  He  enlisted  in 
Chicago  May  3,  1917,  where  he  was 
sent  to  Jefferson  Barracks  and  was  en- 
rolled in  the  17th  Cavalry,  Troop  K. 

He  was  sent  to  Fort  Bliss,  Texas, 
and  from  there  was  stationed  at  Douglas, 
Ariz.  Later  he  was  sent  to  Globe, 
Ariz.,  on  strike  duty.  After  five  months' 
duty  at  Globe,  his  Company  was  re- 
lieved and  sent  to  Douglas,  Ariz. 

He  was  taken  sick  about  February  1, 
1918.  After  he  was  in  the  hospital 
about  one  month  he  was  sent  home  where 
he  received  an  Honorable  Discharge 
March  7,  1918. 

He  was  taken  sick  with  Influenza 
January  28,  1919.  Pneumonia  devel- 
oped and  he  died  February  15,  1919,  at 
the  hospital  in  Massilion,  Ohio.

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QEORGE  J.  HERRICK  came  from 
^*  Watermann  in  September,  1916  to 
complete  his  course  in  the  West  High 
School  of  Aurora.     He  was  graduated 
with  his  class  in  June,  1917.     He  en- 
listed with   the  first  boys  going  from 
West  High,  April  24,  191-7,  and  was 
sent  to  Jefferson  Barracks  April  30th. 
From  there  he  was  sent  to  Fort  Leaven- 
worth May  7th;  then  to  San  Antonio 
June  9th;   to   Toronto   August  10th; 
from  there  back  to  Rantoul,  111.,  August 
26th.    From  here  he  was  sent  to  Waco, 
Texas,  December  13,   1917.     He  was 
at  Camp  Ritchfield  at  Waco,  Texas  at 
the  time  of  his  death.    He  was  a  me- 
chanic in  the  air  service,  although  at  the 
time  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice  he 
was  a  Reserve  Pilot,  having  spent  many 
hours  in  the  air.    He  flew  to  Chicago 
from  Rantoul  with  Lieut.  Schroder  and 
dropped  leaflets  of  the  3rd  Liberty  Loan. 
He   died   March   4,    1919   at  Waco, 
Texas;  age  21  years.

A SHORT  time  ago,  September  8th,  1915,  to  be  exact,  there  entered  into  West  Aurora  High 
School,  one  of  the  largest  and  brightest  classes  that  ever  crossed  the  threshold  of  that 
scholastic  building.    We  were  scorned,  at  first,  by  the  upper  classmen,  because  we  were 
such  "little  shrimps,"  but  they  soon  discovered  that  our  quality  lay  not  in  stature,  but  in  our 
brains. 

At  our  first  class  meeting  we  elected  as  president,  Ralph  Manning,  under  whose  leadership 
we  followed  the  straight  and  narrow  path  to  our  second  year. 

The  death  of  Virginia  Hobbs,  one  of  the  dearest  members  of  our  class,  was  the  saddest 
occurence  during  our  four  years  at  West  High. 

In  athletics  we  have  been  widely,  and  well  represented.  As  Sophomores  "Blinks"  Conway 
and  "Swede"  Carlson  were  valuable  additions  to  the  heavy-weight  football  team. 

Other  stars,  too  numerous  to  mention,  have  appeared  in  the  last  half  of  our  career  in  West 
High,  not  only  in  football  but  in  baseball,  basket  ball  and  track. 

The  girls  distinguished  themselves  in  basket  ball,  and  won  the  school  championship  when 
Freshmen. 

Our  ability  for  successful  entertaining  has  been  the  envy  of  all  other  classes.  We  gave  an 
especially  delightful  party  in  the  form  of  a  circus,  during  our  Sophomore  year. 

Other  activities  of  a  more  serious  nature  filled  the  four  short  years  spent  at  West  High.  In 
1916  a  Literary  Society  was  formed,  which,  though  not  kept  up  since  then,  was  an  inspiration 
to  several  classmen,  and  may  have  helped  to  organize  the  Debating  Society  of  this  past  year. 
Many  Seniors  joined  this  society  and  did  excellent  work  in  debates  with  East  High  and  neigh- 
boring schools. 

As  for  dramatics,  although  at  the  present  writing  the  Class  play  has  not  been  presented, 
we  have  a  fine  cast  of  players,  and  one  assured  of  success.  In  our  Freshman  year  a  little  play, 
"The  Man  Who  Married  a  Dumb  Wife"  was  given,  in  which  a  few  classmates  took  part. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  we  were  almost  too  young  to  take  an  active  part,  but  two  boys, 
namely,  Bernard  Conway  and  Bertram  Carlson,  answered  the  call  to  arms,  and  we  gave  them 
a  rousing  send-off.  The  girls  helped  in  the  Betsy  Ross  Club  and  the  Patriotic  League,  while 
the  boys  earned  money  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  campaign. 

And  now,  as  we  enter  upon  a  new  era  in  our  lives,  and  know  that  we  shall  become  widely 
separated,  probably  never  to  unite  again  as  a  class,  we  look  back  upon  the  four  short,  happy 
years  at  West  High  with  the  proud  thought  that  we  have  done  our  best  in  measuring  up  to  the 
high  standard  of  scholarship  so  long  established  in  West  Aurora  High  School,  our  Alma  Mater.

Dear  Editor  of  the  EOS.:  Aurora,  111.,  June  19,  1940. 

This  being  the  anniversary  of  our  commencement  day,  I  must  tell  you  about  a  little 
party  we  had  last  year. 

Last  summer,  being  located  as  you  know  in  Aurora  as  president  of  Aurora  College, 
and  having  heard  that  some  of  my  old  class  mates  were  located  in  the  nearby  city  of 
Chicago,  I  planned  a  little  reunion  of  the  group  at  my  home.  After  having  spent  a 
most  enjoyable  time  talking  over  our  days  together  at  West  High,  someone  suggested 
that  we  visit  it  again  as  none  of  the  others  had  seen  it  since  the  year  we  graduated. 
We  went  in  a  company  to  the  old  place  and  lived  again  our  happy  schooldays  in  the 
same  old  rooms.  Then  to  their  surprise,  I  told  them  that  this  was  no  longer  the  high 
school.  West  High  had  outgrown  this  home  and  had  moved  to  a  much  larger,  more 
modern  building,  located  at  Lancaster  and  Downer  Place,  and  the  old  high,  was  used 
as  a  junior  high.  As  they  were  all  eager  to  see  the  new  building  we  then  visited  the 
place.  We  found  a  large  commodious  building  thoroughly  equipped  in  every  way 
for  high  school  work.  Gerald  Martin  and  Harry  Miller,  being  of  a  studious  nature 
and  not  wishing  merely  to  walk  through  the  building,  were  anxious  to  see  the  princi- 
pal's office.  Among  other  things  there  we  found  a  register  of  all  the  Alumni  of  old 
and  new  West  High.  This  we  found  very  interesting,  especially  the  chapter  headed 
Class  of  1919,  and  to  our  surprise,  this  register  was  up  to  date,  giving  the  present 
location  and  occupation  of  each  member  of  the  class.  We  were  gratified  to  notice  that 
in  no  case  had  death  entered  the  ranks  of  our  class.  But  in  some  instances  it  was 
queer  to  notice  how  widely  scattered  they  were,  and  also  it  surprised  us  to  read  of 
some  of  the  professions  which  some  were  following. 

Knowing  that  you  would  all  be  interested  in  this,  Harry  Miller,  Gerald  Martin 
and  I  made  a  copy  which  we  publish  as  follows  in  the  very  order  in  which  we 
found  it  in  the  records. 

Van  Scudder  is  the  National  Chairman  of  the  Socialist  Party  and  they  say  he  is 
being  considered  on  the  ticket  for  the  next  Presidential  election. 

Walter  Milbacker  is  a  scene  shifter  for  Broadway  Burlesque. 

Leonard  Frett  is  the  owner  of  a  circus. 

Helen  Ayer  is  a  waitress  at  the  Rookery. 

Vera  Barton  is  the  editor  of  the  New  York  Times. 

Rhada  Barlow  is  dancing  teacher  at  E.  A.  H.  S.

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IN  SEPTEMBER,  1917  there  entered  the  doors  of  West  Aurora  High  School, 
certainly  the  most  promising  class  of  Freshmen  ever  looked  over  by  critical  upper 
classmen.  True,  for  several  days  green  spots  wandered  through  the  halls  and  class 
rooms,  but  though  evidently  green,  underneath  it  all  the  Freshies  were  true  blue — to 
each  other  and  to  the  school.

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NINETEEN  hundred  five  is  the  date  inscribed  on  the  corner  stone  of  the  high 
school  building.  This  date  indicates  the  year  in  which  the  construction  of  the 
same  was  begun.  In  the  spring  of  nineteen  hundred  six  the  building  was  ready 
for  occupancy.  At  that  time  there  were  about  two  hundred  students  enrolled  in  the 
high  school.  In  June  nineteen  hundred  six  there  were  graduated  from  the  high 
school  thirty-one  students.  The  Greenman  School  had  not  been  built,  the  South 
Lake  Street  School  had  six  rooms  in  operation,  and  four  rooms  took  care  of  the  en- 
rollment in  the  Illinois  Avenue  School.    That  was  thirteen  years  ago. 

During  the  past  thirteen  years  many  acres  of  land  have  been  platted  as  sites  for  the 
building  of  residences,  while  other  plots  of  ground  were  designed  as  suitable  places 
on  which  to  build  manufacturing  establishments.  As  a  result  there  has  been  a  steady 
and  healthy  growth  in  population  in  School  District  Number  One  Hundred  Twenty- 
nine,  otherwise  known  as  the  west  side  of  the  City  of  Aurora.  As  the  number  of 
students  in  the  high  school  increased  new  rooms  were  equipped  on  the  third  floor  for 
the  use  of  the  Commercial  department.  Later  a  fifty-thousand  dollar  addition  was 
added  completing  the  original  design  of  the  building.  This  improvement  furnished 
fifteen  additional  rooms. 

At  present  there  is  a  total  enrollment  for  the  year  of  three  hundred  seventy-five 
students  with  a  graduating  class  of  sixty-one.  It  may  be  observed  that  during  the  past 
thirteen  years  the  total  enrollment  in  the  high  school  has  almost  doubled  and  that  the 
total  number  of  graduates  is  almost  twice  as  large  as  in  nineteen  hundred  six.  Judg- 
ing from  the  steady  increase  of  the  enrollment  in  the  high  school,  due  to  the  growth 
in  population  during  the  past  thirteen  years,  it  may  be  estimated  that  during  the  next 
thirteen  years  there  will  be  an  equal  increase  in  the  population  of  the  district  and 
that  an  equal  increase  in  the  enrollment  in  the  high  school  will  take  place.  Judging 
from  the  past  it  will  not  be  far  amiss  to  say  that  the  population  in  the  district  and  the 
enrollment  in  the  high  school  will  be  doubled  in  the  next  twenty  years. 

If  this  is  likely  to  occur  it  is  necessary  to  begin  now  to  plan  for  the  future.  The 
high  school  building  is  over-crowded.  There  are  three  hundred  twenty-one  desks  in 
the  Assembly  hall  to  accommodate  an  enrollment  of  three  hundred  seventy-five.  The 
building  is  inadequate  to  care  for  the  physical  education  of  the  students  and  the  Man- 
ual Training  quarters  are  too  small.  The  school  is  in  need,  therefore,  of  additional 
study  halls,  class  rooms,  and  a  combined  Gymnasium  and  Auditorium.  In  order  to 
provide  these  necessities  it  will  be  necessary  to  acquire  more  territory.  Plans  should 
be  set  on  foot  immediately  looking  toward  the  purchase  of  the  remaining  portion  ?f 
the  block  on  which  the  high  school  building  stands.  This  done,  ample  room  will  be 
provided  on  which  to  construct  the  much  needed  Gymnasium-Auditorium,  which 
should  be  built  on  the  west  side  of  the  present  building  and  connected  to  it  by  run- 
ways; one  connecting  the  basement  floor  of  the  main  building  with  the  floor  of  the 
Gymnasium;  one  connecting  the  main  floor  with  the  balcony  of  the  Gymnasium- 
Auditorium;  and  one  connecting  the  second  floor  of  the  main  building  with  the  new 
study  halls.  This  manner  of  construction  will  make  possible  outside  exits  from  the 
Gymnasium,  both  to  the  north  and  to  the  south.  The  provision  for  outside  exits  is  in 
keeping  with  modern  school  architecture.  When  the  above  named  improvements  have 
been  provided  the  Manual  Training  department  could  expand  by  the  use  of  the  old 
gymnasium.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  west 
side  community  can  provide  the  above  named  improvements  for  the  welfare  and 
growth  of  the  high  school  students.

WHEN  school  opened  last  September  we  were  in  the  midst  of  war,  and  we  felt 
it  most  keenly,  for  over  200  of  our  boys  were  in  training  camps  and  in  the 
trenches.  Our  problems  then  were  problems  of  war  times:  conservation  and 
preparation  for  a  part  in  whatever  might  come.  This  condition  was  faced  squarely 
by  our  students,  with  a  seriousness  and  determination  that  was  admirable.  Though 
the  school  work  was  seriously  interrupted  by  the  ravages  of  the  "Flu"  in  our  city,  yet 
after  the  enforced  vacation,  work  was  resumed  with  a  will,  which  would  assure  suc- 
cess under  any  normal  conditions.  When  the  great  day  came  and  the  glad  news  was 
flashed  over  the  wires  that  bloodshed  had  ceased,  at  least  for  a  time,  West  High  did 
her  part  in  appropriate  observance  in  the  city  of  such  an  event.  On  the  very  next 
day  work  was  resumed  in  the  regular  order,  but  with  lighter  hearts,  and  brighter 
hopes,  and  the  same  high  standards  of  work  have  been  maintained  in  times  of  peace 
as  in  times  when  the  cloud  of  war  hung  dark  over  us.  This  is  the  true  spirit  of  West 
High  that  is  bringing  the  year  to  a  successful  close. 

While  most  of  the  important  events  are  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  volume,  I 
may  mention  a  few  changes  which  strengthen  our  course  of  training  offered. 

The  course  of  study  remains  the  same  in  all  departments  except  that  of  the  Domes- 
tic Science,  which  has  been  completely  revised. 

In  the  first  place  it  has  been  made  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Smith-Hughes  Law,  whereby  the  school  will  receive  a  liberal  reimbursement  from  the 
Federal  funds  provided  for  this  purpose.  At  the  same  time  the  course  was  adjusted 
so  as  to  make  it  a  college  preparatory  course.  The  students  may  get  a  very  thorough 
course  in  general  home-keeping,  and  at  the  same  time  get  all  the  entrance  requirements 
for  college,  so  that  when  they  have  completed  this  course  they  can  enter  any  of  our 
first  class  colleges.  This  makes  a  very  desirable  course  for  all  high  school  girls,  and 
strengthens  materially  our  entire  High  School  course. 

In  January  a  debating  club  was  organized,  open  to  all  students  interested  in  lit- 
erary development,  and  a  live  interest  in  this  work  has  been  shown.  It  has  already 
proved  its  value  to  the  school,  and  we  expect  much  from  it  in  the  future. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  the  students  have  been  enlisted  as  four-minute 
speakers,  in  promoting  such  interests  as  the  sale  of  the  High  School  annual  and  thrift 
stamps,  both  of  which  were  successful.  West  High  was  made  100  per  cent  in  the 
thrift  stamp  drive,  and  went  over  the  top  in  the  sale  of  the  "Eos."  The  student 
body  has  been  loyal  in  the  support  of  all  school  interests  and  have  shown  a  spirit  of 
co-operation  and  diligence  commended  by  visitors  in  highest  terms.  This  bespeaks 
success  for  the  students  and  for  the  school,  and  a  standard  worthy  of  the  good  name 
of  Old  West  High,  which  shall  do  her  part  in  the  great  work  of  the  reconstruction 
of  the  world.

Owing  to  the  epidemic  of  Spanish  Influenza  which  visited  Aurora,  this  past  win- 
ter and  the  attendant  quarantine,  the  regular  meetings  of  our  Parent-Teachers'  Club 
have  been  much  interrupted,  but  fortunately  we  began  our  work  during  the  summer 
vacation,  supervising  a  number  of  classes  which  were  held  in  the  high  school  building. 
The  one  in  nursing  and  first  aid  work  was  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Cole,  a  graduate  nurse 
and  a  member  of  our  local  Red  Cross  Education  committee  who  generously  gave  her 
services.  Miss  Hortense  Cody,  an  enthusiastic  and  expert  canner,  also  made  a  free 
will  offering  of  her  time  and  ability,  and  won  the  friendship  and  alliance  of  the  girls 
in 'her  dress  to  herself  and  the  "Cold  Pack  Method."  The  girls  in  the  sewing  and 
cooking  classes  were  under  the  very  able  teaching  of  Mrs.  Dannewitz  and  Mrs. 
Conklin  respectively,  and  surely  they  must  look  back  upon  the  summer's  work  with 
pleasure  and  satisfaction,  not  only  because  of  the  useful  things  learned,  but  also  be- 
cause of  the  delightful  new  domestic  science  rooms  which  they  were  permitted  to  use. 
A  group  of  twelve,  capable,  loyal  mothers  stood  back  of  the  undertaking  and  that  fact 
together  with  the  cordial  co-operation  of  our  School  Board  and  Prof.  McDowell  did 
very  much  toward  making  it  the  success  it  was. 

Much  of  interest  has  been  brought  into  our  meetings,  but  perhaps  nothing  has 
been  more  popular  than  a  debate  given  by  four  high  school  boys  on  a  local  topic  of  in- 
terest, which  made  the  audience  of  fathers  and  mothers  feel  that  orators  and  judges 
are  in  the  making  in  our  high  school. 

Miss  Decker  with  her  domestic  science  girls  has  done  a  great  deal  to  make  our 
gatherings  pleasant  and  worth  while,  serving  refreshments,  made  by  the  girls  them- 
selves, and  also  giving  a  most  interesting  demonstration  and  exhibition  of  food  values, 
canning  and  sewing,  in  the  kitchen,  dining,  and  sewing  rooms  of  their  department. 

Prof.  Wood  has  also  been  very  generous  with  his  music;  his  violin,  the  Girls'  Glee 
Club  and  solo  work  having  added  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  our  programs. 

Curtains  for  the  rest  rooms  of  the  high  school  have  been  purchased  by  our  club, 
made  by  Mrs.  Grace  Dannewitz  and  are  to  be  installed  by  some  of  the  manual 
training  boys  in  the  near  future. 

Perhaps  nothing  the  Parent-Teachers'  Club  has  done,  has  given  greater,  all-around 
satisfaction  than  the  football  banquet  which  was  provided,  prepared,  and  served  by  the 
members  of  the  club.  About  eighty  guests  sat  down  to  dinner  in  the  big  hall  of  our 
High  School  building,  including  not  only  the  members  of  the  teams  and  their  best 
girls,  but  also  the  faculty  and  school  board  members  with  their  husbands  or  wives  as 
the  case  might  be.  In  order  that  we  might  show  our  appreciation,  not  only  of  the 
good  record  our  athletic  teams  have  made  but  also  of  the  literary  work  of  our  young 
people  on  the  "Eos"  board,  the  committee  soliciting  funds  for  the  banquet  asked  for  a 
double  portion,  and  the  dinner  committee  bought  so  wisely  that  there  were  $20.00  to 
hand  over  to  said  board. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  our  government  to  co-operate  in  a  campaign  of  in- 
struction along  the  line  of  social  hygiene,  East  and  West  High  School  Clubs  have 
brought  to  the  girls  and  mothers  in  Aurora  two  able  speakers,  on  that  subject;  Mrs. 
Yarros  and  Sage.  During  the  war  Uncle  Sam  has  accomplished  wonders  in  the 
abolishing  of  disease  and  vice  in  the  Army,  and  now  that  the  men  are  returning  home 
he  is  putting  the  same  intelligent  energy  into  a  campaign  for  raising  the  standard 
of  social  health  and  purity  throughout  the  country,  urging  especially  a  single  standard 
for  men  and  women. 
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Also  in  April  Mrs.  Langworthy,  recently  Illinois  State  President  Parent-Teachers' 
Club,  spoke  to  mothers  and  daughters  on  the  subject  of  Dress  and  Chaperonage. 
She  is  a  charming  woman  and  made  us  all  want  to  work  together  for  a  safer,  sweeter 
girlhood  and  womanhood. 

Our  closing  meeting  of  the  year  is  to  be  Soldiers'  Night  with  a  right  hearty  wel- 
come for  the  returning  boys.  An  address  of  welcome  by  Prof.  McDowell,  cheers  for 
each  soldier  led  by  Cheer  Leader  Mead,  and  minute  responses  from  the  boys,  patriotic 
songs,  and  an  hour  of  fun  in  the  big  hall  under  the  direction  of  Hi  Y  "Tommie,"  to 
say  nothing  of  cakes  and  ice  cream,  will  be  the  program  of  the  evening.  Except  for 
the  sadness  which  the  presence  of  the  gold  stars  on  our  service  flag  bring  to  us,  the 
evening  will  be  one  of  thanksgiving  and  happiness,  and  we  shall  not  fail  to  honor  the 
memory  of  the  brave  boys  who  gave  to  the  uttermost  for  their  country  and  us.  ' 

For  the  Club  the  year  has  been  one  of  opportunity,  and,  so  far  as  we  have  been 
able,  we  have  served  gladly  as  parents  and  teachers.

The  story  opens  with  a  family  gathering  in  the  Crackenthorpe  home — Lady  Crackenthorpe 
and  brother  Archie  are  discussing  the  love  affair  of  the  oldest  son  Anthony  who  has  fallen  in 
love  with  the  Widow  O'Mara,  now  visiting  the  Crackenthorpes  with  her  daughter  Peggy. 
Anthony  spends  a  great  deal  of  his  time  with  Peggy  in  the  interesting  pastime  of  writing  a 
book  on  spiders,  and  consequently,  the  family  think  he  is  in  love  with  Peggy.  Knowing  that 
Anthony's  marriage  will  deprive  them  of  their  home,  they  conspire  to  have  Jimmie,  the  younger 
son,  divert  Anthony's  attention  from  Peggy.    Jimmie  falls  in  love  with  her  at  first  sight.

East  High  had  a  heavy 
team  while  our  team  was  light  but  speedy.  All  odds  now  stood  in  favor  of  East  Aurora,  but 
our  boys  surprised  them  a  little. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  wind  we  worked  the  ball  up  the  field  to  the  Red  and  Black's 
twenty-yard  line.  Then  by  means  of  off-tackle  plays,  Shackley  with  a  world  of  drive  behind 
his  weight  tore  through  the  East  High  line  for  the  only  score  of  the  day.  Our  line  worked 
like  giants  laboring  against  the  heavy  Red  and  Black  line. 

East  High  was  not  discouraged  in  the  least  but  came  back  so  strong  that  West  High  was 
on  the  defensive  the  remainder  of  the  game.  With  about  two  minutes  left  to  play  East  High 
worked  the  ball  to  within  ten  yards  of  our  goal.  There  they  became  desperate  and  tried  a 
forward  pass.  Little  "Ding"  saved  the  day  by  blocking  it  as  Simmons  of  East  Aurora  was 
about  to  catch\  it.    They  tried  another  pass  but  Miller  blocked  it — and  the  game  was  over. 

We  are  indeed  most  grateful  fo  "Billy"  Robinson,  who  deliberately  left  his  work  and 
coached  our  team  when  McGough  left  us,  and  when  the  new  coach,  R.  E.  Vallentine  came  to 
take  up  the  work,  Robinson  volunteered  to  assist  him  and  see  the  boys  through,  which  he  did. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  East  Aurora  and  of  Yale.  His  sympathies  were  with  us.  It  was  a  play 
devised  by  him  that  scored  the  winning  touchdown.  I  am  sure  that  the  team  of  1918  are  very 
grateful  to  Mr.  Robinson  and  wish  him  the  best  of  success  in  life.

Things  looked  bad  at  the  end  of  the  first  half  as  the  score 
stood  17  to  7  in  favor  of  Geneva.  Coming  back  with  a  world  of  fight,  our  team 
played  the  up-river  lads  off  their  feet.  Sagle  shot  seven  goals  the  last  half,  but  they 
had  gained  too  much  headway  on  us  at  the  start  of  the  game. 

WEST  CHICAGO 

On  the  following  Friday  we  journeyed  to  West  Chicago,  and  played  in  their  small 
gym.  The  ceiling  was  so  low  that  it  was  utterly  impossible  for  our  boys  to  even  shoot 
from  the  free  throw  line.

27  to  14  on  the  latter's  floor.  We  were  four  points  in  the  rear  at  half  time,  but  Sagle 
and  Miller  got  their  eyes  on  the  basket,  and  left  the  "Y"  in  the  dust. 

ELGIN 

On  January  10th  we  invaded  Elgin  for  the  first  conference  game  of  the  season. 
We  had  an  easy  time  disposing  of  them  contrary  to  predictions.  Sagle  and  Miller] 
each  with  seven  baskets  were  responsible  for  our  40  to  18  victory  over  the  fast  up-river 
aggregation.  Elgin  displayed  plenty  of  fight  the  first  half  as  West  High  was  in  the 
lead  by  one  point  14  to  13.  Coming  back  with  renewed  vigor,  our  team  swept  them 
off  their  feet,  and  we  came  home  with  the  bacon. 


ST.  CHARLES 

Every  member  of  the  team  did  not  get  to  bed  before  one  o'clock  on  the  previous 
night  because  of  their  trip  to  Elgin,  so  the  outcome  of  the  game  was  due  chiefly  to 
this.

Sagle  scored  eighteen  of  our  team's 
points. 

JOLIET 

On  January  17  we  met  Joliet  in  "Y"  gym  in  our  second  conference  game.  The 
game  was  very  close  throughout,  but  our  team  was  too  much  for  Joliet,  winning  24 
to  18.    Our  team  fought  bitterly  all  the  way  because  they  were  pitted  against  a 
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strong  team.  At  the  half  Joliet  led  12  to  10.  Sagle  and  Miller  put  the  game  in 
the  win  column  the  last  half  by  their  team  work  around  the  basket.  The  guarding 
of  Roberts  and  Frantz  kept  Joliet  from  scoring  heavily.  This  victory  increased  our 
chance  for  the  conference  title. 

EAST  AURORA 

It  was  decided  earlier  in  the  season  that  a  two-game  series  should  be  played  be- 
tween the  two  schools.  This  game  was  not  the  conference  game,  but  our  boys  played 
just  as  hard.  We  won  our  first  basket  ball  game  from  East  Aurora  since  1915,  27  to 
15.  The  Red  and  Black  team  fought  its  hardest  to  win,  but  the  old  scoring  machine 
Sagle  and  Miller  was  in  evidence.  Frett  at  center  caged  five  baskets  and  began  to 
loom  up  as  a  possibility  for  all-conference  center.  East  High  never  threatened  to 
overtake  us  once  in  the  game.    We  led  16  to  7  at  half  time. 

DE  KALB 

We  met  DeKalb  January  24th  in  the  latter 's  gym,  and  emerged  victoriously  in 
our  third  conference  game.  The  score  was  doubtful  throughout,  and  not  until  the 
last  minute  was  the  game  decided.  At  the  end  of  the  half  we  were  leading  by  one 
basket,  which  indicated  that  the  teams  were  evenly  matched.  In  the  last  half  Sagle 
got  his  eagle  eye  on  the  basket,  and  the  Red  and  Blue  team  played  like  champions.

It  was  a  heart-breaker  for  Captain  Miller  and 
his  crew.  Our  team  played  fiercely  the  last  few  minutes,  and  the  crowd  held  its 
breath  as  Sagle  was  trying  his  best  to  make  his  eighth  basket  for  another  victory.  It 
was  not  forthcoming  but  we  left  a  good  impression  on  the  fans.  At  the  end  of  the 
half  we  were  ahead  12  to  8,  but  the  third  quarter  spelled  defeat  for  us.  Sagle  and 
Miller  again  were  the  stars  of  the  game. 

ROCKFORD 

Our  only  hope  of  winning  the  conference  lay  in  the  capturing  of  the  Rockford 
game.  We  were  pitted  against  the  strongest  team  in  the  conference.  We  played 
them  at  the  Armory.  There  was  no  score-board  and  consequently  the  fans  did  not 
know  the  score.  It  was  thought  by  some  that  we  were  cheated,  but  the  final  score 
indicated  that  we  had  lost  26  to  23  in  a  bitter  game.  L.  Frett  was  against  the  star 
of  the  Rockford  team,  Englund,  but  it  made  no  difference  to  him.  He  outplayed  the 
Rockford  man,  and  scored  half  of  our  points.  Rockford  was  running  away  from  us 
until  the  last  two  minutes  of  play  when  with  rapid  work  our  team  scored  seven 
points,  and  seemed  to  have  the  game  within  our  grasp  when  the  whistle  blew. 


ALUMNI 

We  engaged  in  a  little  practice  game  with  the  Alumni  in  our  gym  and  walloped 
them  75  to  14.  Sagle  caged  eighteen  baskets  and  Miller  twelve.  The  Alumni  team 
was  not  as  strong  as  it  had  been  in  past  years. 
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EAST  AURORA 

On  February  21st  we  played  our  scheduled  game  with  East  Aurora  in  their  gym. 
Our  team  did  not  play  in  their  customary  manner  until  they  saw  that  they  were  being 
badly  beaten.  The  score  at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  was  17  to  7  in  the  Red  and 
Black's  favor.  Then  with  a  rush,  which  showed  our  former  strength,  we  pulled  the 
game  out  of  fire  25  to  23.  At  the  end  of  the  game  the  score  stood  23  to  23  and  it 
was  necessary  to  play  an  extra  five  minutes  in  which  we  made  the  deciding  basket. 
Sagle  and  Roberts  were  the  stars  of  the  game.

would  not  pass  through  the  ring  although  it  rolled  around  it  many  times.  Our  first 
chance  to  win  the  district  tournament  since  our  championship  team  of  1913  was  lost 
through  over-confidence.
